Since he has been helping, over here in Defense with CIA relation- 
ships, I know from first-hand how valuable his services have been to 
you and the Agency, as well as to Defense. In the difficult period of 
developments in the paramilitary field, in national level policy reviews, 
in improvements of staffing Defense support, and in some of the more 
sensitive aspects of our Intelligence reorganization.
